In compliance with the Public Laws of New Hampshire we, the com- 
missioners of Coos County herewith present our annual report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1934, together with the reports of the Treasurer, 
Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, House 
of Correction and Jail, Physician, Auditors, Chaplain and Priest. 


Time has again closed like scissor blades clipping off another year, 
and we now stand at the dawn of a new year with renewed ambitions, 
brighter hopes, and higher aspirations to render to the public a greater 
service than ever before. 


On January 1, 1934 Mr. and Mrs. Owen F, Cole assumed the duties 
of superintendent and matron and during the year just past have made 
many new acquaintances and warm friends and endeared themselves in 
the hearts of all employees, by the courteous, efficient, untiring service 
rendered to those under their supervision and especially to those who 
have come to the institution seeking comfort, health and happiness. 


The management has made marked improvement during the year 
along the lines of farm improvement and especially in the fine herd of 
cattle on the farm. There has been placed at the head of the herd ason 
of Governor Mercedes and Holliock Westmorland Pride who during 
the year finished one of the highest records in milk and butter produc- 
tion that has ever been made in New York State. 

There has been approximately two thousand cords of four-foot 
wood cut by men who were unable to procure work from other sources, 
thereby supporting their own families rather than being placed upon the 
relief rolls, and has enabled us to furnish to the Relief Administration 
all the fuel required in this section, and has assured us of another year’s 
supply for our own use at the farm, and for those on relief. 

We take this opportunity to express our_ gratitude to all State, 
County, and Town officials and especially to the Superintendent and 
Matron, the Staff of Nurses, Physicians, Priest, and Chaplain, to all em- 
ployees, and to others who have in any way contributed by their cooper- 
ation in the administration of County affairs.

Ll beg to submit herewith my report as Solicitor for Coos County 
for the year ending December 31, 1934. The following is a tecord of 
criminal cases handled by my office in the Superior Court during that 
period. 

April Term, 1934 


1. State vs. Marco Liotonne. Burglary. Plead- guilty and was 
sentenced to States Prison at Concord at hard labor for not less than 
seven nor more than twelve years, and was committed. 


2. State vs. Lucien Demars. Burglary. Plead guilty and was 
sentenced to States Prison at hard labor for not less than two years nor 
more than four years and was committed. 


3. State vs. Auguste Seguin. Breaking, entering and larceny. 
Plead guilty and was sentenced to States Prison at hard labor for not 
~ less than one year and one day nor more than two years and was com- 
mitted. 


4. State vs. Luke A. Seguin. Breaking, entering and larceny. 
Plead guilty and was sentenced to the States Prison at hard labor for 
not less than two years nor more than four years and was committed. 


5. State vs. Bruno Morel. Larceny of anautomobile. Plead guilty 
and was sentenced to States Prison at hard labor for not less than two 
years nor more than four years. 


6. State vs. William King. Obtaining goods under false preten- 
ses. Plead guilty and was sentenced to one year in the House of Cor- 
rection, but his sentence was suspended due to the time that heal eady 
served while waiting for the Grand Jury. 


7.. State vs. Clarence Bean. Larceny of an automobile. Plead 
guilty. His case was continued for sentence with the unders anding 
that he would return to his parents in Vermont and he was givn his 
freedom across the line in Canaan, Vermont. 
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8. State ws. Joseph Legassie. Statutory Rape. Plead guilty and 
Was sxmtenced to States Prison at hard labor for not less than three nor 
more than five years and was committed. 


9. State vs. Amanda Lachance. Larceny. Plead guilty and was 
sentenced to the House of Correction for nine months and was com- 


mitted. 


10. State vs. Aurele Martineau. Larceny by bailee. Plead guilty 
and was sentenced to the House of Correction for one year and was 


committed. 


il. State vs. James Bogowich. Larceny. Plead guilty and was dis- 


charged by a Jury after trial. 


12. State vs. Thomas Pelchat. Violation of prohibitory law. 


Plead not guilty and case was nol prossed on instructions from the 
Attorney General. 


13. State vs. Leaman Copp. Larceny by a bailee. Case placed on 
file at the request of the complainant after restitution was made. 


14. State vs. Stanley Smiggle. Larceny of an automobile. Re- 
spondent still at large and case continued without printing, as he has 
been apprehended in Michigan and has been sentenced to their States 
Prison for the term of seven years for a similar offense. 


15. State vs. Claude Roby. Violation of Game Laws. Case nol 
prossed by direction of the Court. 


16. State vs. Isidore Paquette. Aggravated Assault. Plead guilty 
and was fined one hundred dollars ($100.00) and costs of twelve dollars 
and ninety-four cents ($12.94). Both fine and costs were paid. 


17. State vs. Maude Roberts. Assault and Battery. Case nol 
prossed by direction of the Court. 


18. State vs. Francis Gillis. Three complaints for aggravated as- 
sault. Plead guilty. W/as sentenced to one year in the House of Cor- 
rection and ordered to make restitution to Police Officer L’Heureux for 
uniform and doctor’s bills on one count, and was committed, The 
other two counts were to be filed when respondent made restitution, 


and he has made restitution. 


19. State vs. Neal McGinley. Violation of Game Laws. Plead not 
guilty and was discharged after trial by Jury. 


WO. State vs. Nettie Burns. Desertion, Case nol prossed by order 
of the Court duce to length of time respondent had already served in 
waiting for the Grand Jury.

1918 COOS COUNTY REPORT 


October Term, 1934 


1. State vs. John A. Labrie. Eleven counts for embezzlement by a 
Public Officer. Plead guilty and was sentenced to States Prison at hard 
labor on each of two counts for one year and eleven months and fined 
five hundred dollars ($500.00), but his fine was to be suspended. Sen- 
tence not to run concurrently, and respondent to serve all of the three 
years and ten months. This sentence was the result of the recommend- 
ation of the Solicitor that the respondent be sentenced to States Prison 
for not less than five years nor more than seven years, but due to the 
fact that not more than two years could be given on any one count, the 
equivalent was given on two connts just as if the respondent had been 
sentenced for not less than five years nor more than seven years, and the 
other nine counts were continued for sentence. 


2. State vs. Howard Blake. Statutory Rape. Plead guilty and was 
sentenced to States Prison at hard labor for not less than five nor more 
than seven years and was committed. 


3. State vs. Alpha Pelchat. Burglary. Sentenced to three months 
morte in the House of Correction and was committed. The time he had 
already served in the House of Correction waiting for the Grand Jury 
was taken into consideration in the further sentence given him. 


4. State vs. John F. Whitlock. Three counts for embezzlement by 
an Agent. Plead guilty and was sentenced to the County Jail for six 
months and was committed. The other two counts were continued 
for sentence. 


5. State vs. Arthur L. Massey. Reckless Driving. Plead guilty 
and was fined the sum of $25.00 and costs of $13.00. The fine was sus- 
pended on payment of the cost. 


6. State vs. Mrs. John Dion. Violation of Liquor Laws. Case 
nol prossed on instructions from the Attorney General. 


7. State vs. William F. Costello. Violation of Motor Vehicle 
Laws. Plead not guilty and was discharged after a trial by jury. 


8. State vs. David Boiselle. Violation of prohibitory laws. Case 
nol prossed on instructions from the Attorney General. 


9. State vs. F. E. Greatorex. Violation of Motor Vehicle Laws. 
Plead guilty and paid a fine of $50.00 and costs, amounting to $64.09, 
both of which were paid. 


During the past year and especially the last six months, there has 
been a sharp dropping off of all kinds of criminal complaints and 
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arrests, for which I have no explanation, but I know that it has certain- 
ly made a great saving to the County, so far as the expenses of my de- 
partment were concerned. 


After the special session of the Legislature repealed the old prohi- 
bitory laws, I was instructed by Attorney General Francis W. Johnston 
to nol pross all cases against respondents that were then on my docket 
for violation of that law, and that has been done. 


On September 16, 1934, I instituted suit on b. half of the County 
against the Fidelity and Deposit Company of Maryland, the bonding 
company who acted as surety for the County Treasurer, and that suit 
is still on the docket in our Superior Court, for reason that Attorney 
Hinkley, who is attorney for the defendant moved to continue for 
reason that he had information that all closed banks were to be liquid- 
ated with Federal funds, and the Court granted him a continuance. 


There have been no other suits instituted on behalf of the County 
ofa civil nature, nor have there been any suits instituted against the 
County during the past year, and I know of no outstanding claims that 
are at present pending against the County. 


As usual, I wish to commend the very valuable services of Sheriff 
Colbath and all of his deputies for their valued assistance and also that 
of Chief of Police Walter Hynes of Berlin and his officers. 


Miss Anna Russell, Agent of the Coos County Branch of the New 
Hampshire Children’s Aid and Protective Society has continued to 
render very valuable aid to the County in all criminal cases where 
minor children were involved, and she has given freely of her time 
without expense to the County.
